But the ooarBo whiob ho has parened in 
reference to the preeont Cabinet, aver 
•ince be ceased to be a mombor of it, 
and espeoially more recently, loads one 
^ .pto, dobbt tbat ho is posieised of tho 
^tftlter ylrtaei Thie redeption with 
which the proposition to extend tho 
boandariea of the DomiaioQ to the 
Pftcifio met at tho hands of Mr Brown 
and his sattelitoB completely cbook our 
faith in the patriotism of, the party. 
Haviog for jears eDrsOOiBted tb<e| broad- 
est and mosi progreBsiTB ' views aboat 
westward exteasion ; having ad m': ted 
the Pftcifio Railway lobe an eESOD.^al 
partof the groat schomo of empire, hav- 
ing rocognizad it to boa political and 
oommordal neoessity — an immediate, 
argent nooesBity, it «aa to bava beoa 
expected that Mr Brown and bis party 
would have hailed with delight and 
entbaBiPim a propositi jd to ezteod the 
Dominion to the Pacific npaa terms 
which inyolvod the early conatruetion 
ol the railway which could alone make 
Confederation a reality and a enccesK.

One wonld have thought tbat in 
(he DppoiDtmont of Sir John A M.,cdoDBld 
to tbe impoitaoi poeliion of a member of 
the Joint Higti tJommiB«ioo, all paities in 
Canada would hnvo disoavered a compli. 
meni to tbeir couatry, and that thsy would 
bave been auluBtad by a coiDmoQ desito to 
stand by their Fiomier. Tbul Ir'remi^r cod. 
dneted himBell in the impoitonl and tryin(j 
oapaoiiy in saoh a manner aa to evoke the 
higheet anoomioma on both aides of ttie At- 
lantio and to bring liouor and praiso, if not 
aabatantial advantago, to bi» own oonniry.

Editok Baiiisn Colonist.— A. short time ago 
you had a leader in tbe Uolohist on the rail- 
way, In which you seemed to consider that, if 
it was found impraolicable lo build a bridge 
across Seymour Narrows, or somo part of the 
upper channels, tbe railway would necessarily 
|termlnats on the Ifainlaod. You seemed to 
'conalder that there was one obolco. To bridge 
Seymour Norrows. or to bring the freight of 
the railway down to Vicloria under the pos- 
sible frown of batteries on Kellett'g BluUT. 

No one seems to have disputed tha point 
and it is to be presumed no apology is necoa 
snrj in offering a suggestion on so interesting 
A Bubjoot, which may have some weight with 
the surveyors. 

Taking the enbjeot In tbo broadest, most 
unsectional way— What is the railway for 7 
Competition with the Americans for tbeeast« 
era trade, Ib it not ? Then, in al maritime 
point of view we have the advantagCf. Baoal- 
Ldalt being the finest port inside Oape . F|at« 
tcry and nearest tbe sea, therefor*,' SliisieBt of 
access ; but to give it its full importance the 
railway must bo brought there. Burrard Inlet 
oannot oompate with some of the American 
ports, because, not only is there tho San Juan 
bogy, but it is further from the ocean, and 
there is Boniowhero about 80 miles of intri- 
cate navigation, Iho whole of which is subject 
to strong, variable curront9| which render it 
extremely unsafe^ either at uigbt or in thick 
weather, such as we have daring the smoky 
season, and occasionally during the winter. 
Probably Insurance on ships undertaking 
such navigation would bs very heavy. Amongst 
those seamen who are familiar with the inland 
waters and who are, though not engineers^ 
able to some extent to give a practical oplni. 
on or suggestion as to tbo easiest way of 
bridging tho upper channels, there is but one 
opiaion. That it will have to be done by an 
efficient service of large, fust ferry eteamors. 
The clearest piece of navigation in IJritiah Co- 
lumbia lies between Burrard Inlet and Nanai> 
mo. Bring tha railway down to Burrard In. 
lotjjcarry it on again from Nauairao to EBqui- 
inait. The connecting steamers aboiild be 
capable of carrying tho fraight cars across in. 
tact as was proposed for trains from Dover to 
Calais. Tho distance is aboat 30 miles or a 
little more than across tho British' Obannel, 
and shonld be done at all times, nnder tbrae 
hoars. Of coarse there are matters ot de- 
ted.l) Biioli as^he .necessity of lighthouses, one 
at Pt'Atkens'oii|~the^o\bir on Lighthous* Is- 
land) ofT the month of Nanaimo harbor. Na. 
naimo harbbr wonld alio reqairS' some im- 
proremant. 

Suon a plan would compaie favorably in 
many ways with that of bridging Seymour 
Narrows. It is rath and unwise to say any~ 
thing is impossible in these days of engineer- 
ing triumplis, but the construction of what I 
believe would bo tho largest suiponsion bridge 
in tbe world, spanning a mad current, which 
al the stfaog'th of tide, no steamer can face, 
saggests not only eztraordinery obstacles, but 
very heavy cost. Ic should also be remember- 
ed that two bridges, If not three wonld bo 
required to complete tho connections with the 
sUure.at tbe entrance of Bate Inlet. Even 
there the difficaltles would not end. The 
road would have to bo built along the pre- 
cipitous shore of the Inlet, and any one wbo 
baa ever -e«n a laadalip in tboie rogioos 
would hardly advise a road to be built tbere. 

Tho largest deposits of coal yet found in tho 
country, one of the greatest nscessarieSj it is 
needless to say, for railways and steamers, lie 
at Nanaimo j and with increased facilities for 
the transport pf coal to tbe seaboard; mines, 
wbieb, though, kiiown, are not woVked on ac^ 
ooanv.'of their distance from the vfater;S edge, 
would so'oa be opened. Nanaino might think 
tb^t It woaldlose by such an arrangemaat as 
the coal for ocean traffic would come down 
by rail to the seaboard to be shipped, and 
therefure large sleamgrs would not call tbere, 
but, for one thing, tha harbor is not tit for largo 
steamers, and another thing, should tbe popu- 
lation and consequent prosperity iacrease, the 
vast mineral wealth stored in the different In- 
'ets on the Coast, tbe copper mines of Howe 
Sound and Knight's Inlet would toon yield up 
their treasures and the ore would be taken to 
the nearest spot convanient for smelling pur- 
poses, and that moat certainly is Nanaimo, 
tbo Newcastle of British Oolumbia." The 
proposed line would also run in tbe inhabited 
and agricultural parti of tbe cauntry ond 
would tend to incroaio their population. 
Sireagthen l.ha functions of the bean and the 
arteries and veioa soon spread the increased 
vitality all over tho body. Everything works 
naturally from a centre, and the strongor and 
healthier tbo action of tbat centre, tbe more 
eqtended will he the eiTect. All tbia may 
sound Utopian to those who, thinking of tho 
" Golden Age of 18G2, may smile complacent- 
ly with conscious wisdom and be quite pre- 
pared to ride the remainder of the road of life 
in the '"' one horse trap," but notbin;? is lost by 
aiming high.
